SEASONAL CONDITIONS—TASMANIA. 
Rainfall—Below average rainfall was general over the north of the State and parts of the West Coast 
and Derwent divisions during July, 1962. Over the remainder of Tasmania totals were above normal. 


With the exception of an area in the central north, all agricultural areas received more than 60% of their 
normal rainfall. Greatest excesses occurred on the East Coast where totals were 2 to 23 times the average. 
Most of the South-East, the Huon Valley and the Eastern Midlands received an excess of 50%. About normal 
falls occurred on much of the Central Plateau the Derwent and West Coast divisions. 


Temperature—Mean maximum temperatures were above normal throughout the whole of the State except 
for parts of the north and north-west. The readings closest to normal occurred in the south-west corner of 
the State. One station, Burnie, was almost three degrees above average. 


The warmest area was again the East Coast where mean maxima for the month were in the upper fifties. 
Apart from the highland stations where the means were in the low to middle forties, other parts of the State 


recorded means in the low fifties. 

Mean night temperatures were above normal in all districts. 

Frosts.—Widespread general moderate to heavy frosts were reported on the 13th, 16th and 17th of the month. 

Fairly general moderate frosts occurred on the 20th, 27th and 29th. On most other mornings frosts were 
light and were restricted to inland highland areas. 

Snow and Floods.—The heaviest and most widespread snow of the year fell on the 8rd July. In the South and 
West of the State the snow-line descended to 400 feet. y 

Heavy rain in eastern Tasmania during the 24 hours to 9 a.m. on 25th resulted in moderate to severe flooding 
in rivers in this area. Widespread moderate to severe flooding also occurred on 25th and 26th in the South 
Esk River and tributaries, the Macquarie, the Elizabeth and the Wye Rivers and other minor eastern streams. 
Some northern rivers rose to flood level on 31st. 

Water Supplies.—Good to excellent throughout the whole of the State. 


Pastures.—Mostly fair to good. East Coast and Flinders Island poor but improving.
